Enthusiastic applause ran throtgh 
the ceremony, not only as the presid- 
ent affixed his signature but as he de- 
livered an  extemporaneous speech 
characterizing the efforts of the ad- 
ministration to take common counsel 
with the business of the country and 
the latter’s efforts to meet the gov- 
ernment’s advances as. ‘‘the.-constitu- 
tion of peace.” 

The event came at the close of a 
day of rejoicing in the national capi- 
tal for congress had recessed for two 
weeks for the first time since it con- 
vened last April.

On Oct. 21 he went into Campbell's 
pool room and asked McConnell if he 
could be selling agent in Campbell's 
place. Accused said he had not sold 
any tickets for some days as he was 
told there were two detectives work- 
ing on the case. On December 2nd 
witness purchased 48 tickets from the
